Whon thcy aro 
sont froin a distanre it is bost to proparo tho spoelmons 
by drying thora uiuior prossuro botwoen fohls of absorb- 
ont papor, otliorwiso the parts shrlnk and broak so as to 
bo iiardly rocognlzabio. Whon tlio dried plants aro sont 
thoy sliould bo protoctod from broakago ln tlio mail by 
being incloscd botwccn plocos of stilT i>ast,oboard. Paok- 
agos welghing loss than four pottnds can bo sont by mail 
at tlio rate of ono cont por ounco. Write tho nanie of tbo 
sondor on tho outsido. Iti tho loticr acoompanying tho 
specimcns stato wlioro collectod, tho dato, and any othor 
partlculars of tho plant, whetlier reputod poisonous, pesti- 
forous, modiclnal, or nsoful. 
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
